"WEST FENNSROROUGH TOWNSHIF" 

FENNSBOROGUGH WAS CNE OF THE TWO ORIGINAL TOWNSHIPS WHICH WERE FORMED 
IN THE NORTH VALLEY AS EARLY AS 1735. THIS WAS FIFTEEN YEARS RBEFORE 
THE FORMATION OF THE COUNTY. FOR SOME FEW YEARS AFTER IT WAS DIVIDED, 
FOR PURPOSES OF CONVENIENCE, IN THE EARLY TAX-LISTS, INTO NORTH, 
SOUTH, EAST AND WEST PARTS OF FENNSBOROUGH, UNTIL, IN 1745, IT SEEMS 
TO HAVE BEEN DEFINITELY DIVIDED INTO EAST AND WEST. 

IN THE YEARS WHICH HAVE INTERVENED SINCE ITS FORMATION, WEST 
FENNSBOROUGH HAS BEEN GRADUALLY REDUCED TO ITS FRESENT LIMITS. IT 
FIRST LOST NEWTON, ON THE WEST, IN 17673 THEN DICKINSON, WHICH 
INCLUDED PENN, ON THE SOUTH, IN 1785; AND FRANKFORD, ON THE NORTH, TEN 
YEARS LATER.

THE NAMES OF THE EARLIEST SETTLERS FOUND ON LAND WARRANTS BETWEEN 
THE YEARS 1743 AND 1786, INDICATE THAT THEY WERE ALL OF IRISH OR 
SCOTCH-IRISH DESCENT. SUCH ARE THE NAMES OF ATCHESON, McFARLANE, 
DUNBAR, McALLISTER, DUNNING, ROSS, MITCHELL, DAVIDSON, M’KEEHAN, AND 
OTHERS. NOT A SINGLE GERMAN NAME CAN BE FOUND UNTIL ABOUT 17998, WHEN 
THE GERMAN MENNONITES BEGAN TO MOVE INTO CUMBERLAND FROM LANCASTER AND 
LEBANON COUNTIES. SOME OF THESE, AS THE DILLERS AND THE BEARS, NOT 
ONLY FURCHASED LARGE TRACTS OF LAND, BUT ERECTED SUBSTANTIAL STONE 
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NOTES FOR LEVI CLAY

DWELLING HOUSES AND BARNS UFON THEM, AND BEGAN TO IMPROVE THEIR FARMS 
IN SUCH A MANNER AS MADE THEM A WORTHY ORJECT OF IMITATION TO THE 
EARLIER SETTLERS. SOME FEW OF THE HESSIANS CAFTURED BY WASHINGTON AT 
TRENTON IN 1777 SETTLED IN THIS TOWNSHIP, AND WERE REPRESENTED BY SUCH 
NAMES AS WASHMOND, WHOSE DESCENDANTS LIVED UNTIL 1848, OR LATER, ON 
THE FARM NOW OWNED BY .... LEVI CLAY ..., AND THE RHINES, WHO OWNED 
THE FROFERTY NOW BELONGING TO WILLIAM KERR. 

THE EARLIEST SETTLERS HERE, AS IN OTHER FORTIONS OF THE COUNTY, S 
TO HAVE PREFERRED THE LAND UFON THE SFRINGS OR ALONG THE STREAMS IN 
THE VARIOUS FORTIONS OF THE TOWNSHIF. THE LANDS, THEREFORE, WHICH LAY 
UFON THE BIG SFRING ON THE WEST, THE CONODOGUINET ON THE NORTH, THE 
MOUNT ROCK SFRING ON THE SOUTH, OR McALLISTER’S RUN, SEEM TO BE THOSE 
WHICH WERE FIRST SETTLED BY THE EARLY FIONEERS. 

"THE EARLIEST SETTLEMENT" SAYS HON. FPETER RITNER," WAS MADE BY A 
FAMILY NAMED ATCHESON AT A PLACE NOW OWNED BY J.A. LAUGHLIN, A 
DESCENDANT OF THE ORIGINAL SETTLER, AND AT THE ‘OLD FORT’, ON LAND NOW 
IN THE FOSSESSION OF WILLIAM LEHMAN, FORMERLY OF ABRAM DILLER. THIS 
FORT WAS BUILT AT AN EARLY DAY (PERHAFS 1722) TO BE A REFUGE FROM THE 
INDIANS." IT PROBABLY ANTEDATED THE FINAL PURCHASE OF PENN, FOR IT 
WAS SPOKEN OF AS "THE OLD FORT" IN THE ORIGINAL WARRANT FOR THE 28@ 
ACRES UPON WHICH IT STOOD, WHICH WAS TAKEN OUT BY JAMES McFARLANE IN 
i742. “ONE OF THE GRANDPARENTS OF THE FRESENT GENERATION OF THE 
LAUGHLIN FAMILY WAS BORN IN THIS FORT. ABRAM DILLER BUILT AN ADDITION 
OF STONE TO THE ORIGINAL STRUCTURE, COVERED THE LOG FORTION WITH 
WEATHERBGARDS, AND OCCUPIED THE WHOLE AS A DWELLING HOUSE. IN 1856 
THE ENTIRE BUILDING WAS ACCIDENTALLY BURNED. ADJOINING THE ORIGINAL 
TRACT ON THE EASTWARD WAS ANOTHER CONTAINING 488 ACRES, WHICH WAS ALSO 
TAKEN UP IN 1743 BY JAMES McFARLANE, AND HAS SINCE BEEN ENOWN AS THE 
"NEW FARM". BOTH TRACTS WERE SOLD BY HIM, IN 179%, TO ABRAM AND FETER 
DILLER, WHOSE DESCENDANTS ARE STILL IN POSSESSION OF A FORTION OF THE 
NEW FARM. NONE OF THE HOUSES BUILT BY THE ORIGINAL SETTLERS ARE NOW 
STANDING, THE LOG CABINS OF THE ATCHESONS AND LAUGHLINS HAVING LONG 
SINCE GIVEN FLACE TO SUBSTANTIAL STONE DWELLINGS." 

THE FARM NEAR MOUNT ROCK WHICH WAS FURCHASED BY EX-GOV. RITNER, AND 
WHICH IS NOW THE RESIDENCE OF HIS SON, FETER RITNER, IS ON A TRACT FOR 
WHICH A WARRANT WAS TAKEN OUT IN 1732. JOHN DAVIDSON HAD LAND 
FATENTED GON MOUNT ROCK SFRING AS EARLY AS 1745, AND THE NAME OF 
McKEEHAN IS FOUND AS EARLY AS 175i. A FLACE SEVERAL MILES EAST OF 
MOUNT ROCK, ON THE TURNPIKE, BELONGING TO J.Z. FAUL, WAS SETTLED RY 
JOHN RHOADS JULY 22, 1762. 

THE SETTLEMENT COMMENCED BY JAMES CHAMBERS, WHOSE RESIDENCE WAS 
ABOUT THREE MILES SOUTHWEST OF NEWVILLE, WAS ONE OF THE MOST THICELY 
FOPULATED IN THE VALLEY. IT WAS AS EARLY AS 1728 ABLE TO FORM A 
RELIGIOUS CONGREGATION AND TO CALL A FASTOR--THE ELO@UENT AND 
CELEBRATED THOMAS CRAIGHEAD. IN EACH DIRECTION FROM THE BIG SPRING 
THE LAND WAS ALMOST OR ENTIRELY TAKEN UP BEFORE 175%, SO THAT, SAYS 
DR. WING, THE PEOPLE THERE FRESENTED STRONG CLAIMS TO THE COUNTY SEAT. 
AMONG THE EARLIEST OF THESE SETTLERS WAS DAVID RALSTON, ON THE ROAD 
WESTWARD FROM THE SPRING; ROBERT FATTERSON, ON THE WALNUT BOTTOM ROAD; 
JAMES McKEEHAN, WHO CAME FROM LANCASTER COUNTY, FOR MANY YEARS AN 
ELDER IN THE CHURCH OF BIG SPRING; JOHN CARSON, WHO LIVED ON THE 
FROFERTY OF JUDGE MONTGOMERY; JOHN ERWIN, RICHARD FULTON, SAMUEL 
McCULLOUGH AND SAMUEL BOYD. IN THE "REMINISCENCES" OF REV. DR. 
JUNKIN, FIRST PRESIDENT OF LAFAYETTE COLLEGE, WHOSE FATHER, JOQSEFH 
JUNKIN, WAS ONE OF THE EARLIEST SETTLERS IN SILVER SPRING TOWNSHIF, WE 
FIND THE FOLLOWING: “IN THE SUMMER OF 1799, MY FATHER LIVED GN A 
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FARM, WHICH HE OWNED, TWO MILES EAST OF NEWVILLE, HAVING REMOVED TO IT 
FOR THE FURFOSE OF MAKING IMPROVEMENTS, HAVING MEANWHILE LEASED THE 
HOMESTEAD AT NEW KINGSTON. THAT SUMMER I WENT TO SCHOOL TO WILLIAM 
McRKEAN IN A LOG SCHOOLHOUSE, NEAR TO ONE MYERS’ HOUSE, A TENANT OF MR. 
LETFERS. JOSEPH RITNER WAS THEN MYERS’ HIRED BOY. I SAW HIM MANY 
YEARS AFTERWARD IN HARRISBURG, WHEN HE WAS GOVERNOR OF FENNSYLVANIA. 
MY PARENTS BELONGED TO THE ASSOCIATED REFORMED CHURCH AT NEWVILLE, OF 
WHICH, AT THE TIME, THE REY. JAMES McCONNEL, A "UNITED IRISHMAN", WAS 
FASTOR." JOSEPH RITNER, THE EIGHTH AND LAST GOVERNOR UNDER THE 
CONSTITUTION OF 1798, WAS BORN IN BERES COUNTY MARCH 25, 1788. HE WAS 
THE SON OF JOHN RITNER, WHO EMIGRATED FROM ALSACE ON THE RHINE. AT 
THE AGE OF SIXTEEN HE CAME TO CUMBERLAND COUNTY, AND WAS, FOR A TIME, 
A HIRED HAND ON THE FARM OF JACOB MYERS, WHICH LAY ON THE ROAD LEADING 
TQ MOUNT ROCK, ONE MILE EAST OF NEWVILLE. IN THE YEAR 18@¢ HE MARRIED 
SUSANNAH ALTER, OF WEST FENNSBOROQUGH TOWNSHIP. HE THEN REMOVED TO 
WASHINGTON COUNTY, FROM WHICH, IN 1828, HE WAS ELECTED TO THE HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES, AND SERVED SIX CONSECUTIVE TERMS. IN i824 HE WAS 
ELECTED SPEAKER OF THAT BODY, AND WAS RE-ELECTED THE FOLLOWING YEAR. 
IN 1825 HE WAS ELECTED GOVERNOR OF FENNSYLVANIA. ON THE EXPIRATION OF 
HIS TERM HE PURCHASED THE FARM NOW OWNED BY HIS SON, PETER RITNER, ON 
MOUNT ROCK SPRING, WHERE HE RESIDED UNTIL HIS DEATH IN OCTOBER, i849. 
GOV. RITNER WAS A GREAT FRIEND OF THE COMMON SCHOOL SYSTEM, AND HIS 
BOLD AND UNHESITATING CONDEMNATION OF SLAVERY BROUGHT FORTH, IN HIS 
MESSAGE OF 18346, IN ADMIRATION OF THAT "ONE VOICE" THAT HAD SPOKEN, 4 
FATRIOTIC FOEM OF FRAISE FROM THE FEN OF WHITTIER: 

BodbN U0) FOR THE TORENT ONE CIP ISS TiLCUFREE. 

ONE SPIRIT UNTRAMMELED, UNBENDING ONE ENEE! 

LIKE THE OAK OF THE MOUNTAIN DEEF ROOTED AND FIRM, 

ERECT WHEN THE MULTITUDE BENDS TO THE STORM." 
AND IN WHICH, AFTER USING THE NAME "RITNER", HE FAYS A BEAUTIFUL 
WaeSsils Ta) 

"THAT BOLD-HEARTED YEOMANRY, HONEST AND TRUE, 

WHO, HATERS OF FRAUD, GIVE LABOR ITS DUE; 

WHOSE FATHERS OF OLD SANG IN CONCERT WITH CHIME 

ON THE BANES OF SWATARA, THE SONGS OF THE RHINE." 

JACOB ALTER, WHOSE DAUGHTER SUSANNAH BECAME THE WIFE OF GOV. RITNER, 
CAME FROM LANCASTER COUNTY, AND SETTLED ON THE CONODOGUINET CREEK, AT 
ALTER‘’S MILL, IN 1794. HIS SON, JACOB ALTER, JR., WAS ELECTED TO THE 
LEGISLATURE IN 1814, AND WAS FOR QUITE A NUMBER OF CONSECUTIVE TERMS A 
MEMBER OF THAT BODY. 

IN THE JANUARY COURT, 1789, VIEWERS WERE AFPFOINTED TO LAY OUT A 
FRIVATE ROAD FROM JOHN MOORE’S HOUSE TO HIS FARM ON THE "RICH LANDS", 
AND FROM THENCE TO MOUNT ROCK, ETC. IN ALL A DISTANCE OF TWO MILES AND 
128 RODS. THE VIEWERS WERE: GEORGE McKEEHAN, JOHN MILLER, JAMES HEAL, 
JOSHUA MURLIN AND MATTHEW DAVIDSON. THE ROAD WAS CONFIRMED. 

THE OLDEST BURIAL FLACE IN THE TOWNSHIP IS SUPFOSED TO BE THE ONE ON 
THE TRACT WHICH WAS ENOWN AS THE NEW FARM, NEAR THE OLD FORT, IN THE 
CENTER OF WHICH THERE IS A FLAT WITH GRAVES, BUT NOTHING LEFT TG TELL 
WHO LIE BELOW. IN THE LATER EXTENSION OF IT, THERE ARE MORE RECENT 
GRAVES, ON THE THREE SIDES OF THE QLD PLAT, AND ON SOME OF THE OLDEST 
GRAVE-STONES INSCRIPTIONS IN THE GERMAN LANGUAGE. THESE, HOWEVER, DO 
NOT DATE BEYOND THE CENTURY, BUT THERE ARE QTHERS WHERE THE 
INSCRIPTIONS ARE ENTIRELY OBLITERATED. 

THE FIRST FLOUR-MILL IN THE TOWNSHIP OF WHICH WE HAVE ANY DEFINITE 
INFORMATION, WAS BUILT 177%, AND STILL STANDS AT NEWVILLE ON THE OLD 
ATCHESON TRACT. FIPER’S MILL, ON THE BIG SPRING, ALSO IN THE WESTERN 
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PORTIGN OF THE TOWNSHIF, WAS BUILT IN 1771. THERE WAS, HOWEVER, AN 
OLD MILL BUILT UPON THE CONODOGUINET CREEK AT A VERY EARLY DATE, WHICH 
SOME CLAIM TO BE THE OLDEST IN THE TOWNSHIP. IT WAS ONCE ENOWN AS 
ALTER‘S MILL. THE WARRANT OF THE ENTIRE TRACT NOW OWNED BY THE HEIRS 
OF WILLIAM ALTER WAS TAKEN OUT BY RICHARD AND JOHN WOODS, IN 17846, WHO 
SOLD THE LAND TO LANDIS AND BOWMAN THE SAME YEAR IN WHICH THEIR PATENT 
WAS GRANTED. THE MILL WAS IN EXISTENCE AT THAT DATE, AND IN 1798, IT 
IS SPOKEN OF AS "THE LANDIS’ MILL, FORMERLY WOODS‘". THE FRESENT MILL 
WAS BUILT BY WILLIAM ALTER IN 1832. OTHER MILLS IN THE TOWNSHIF ARE 
AS FOLLOWS: ON THE BIG SPRING, MANNING’S, ABOVE PIFER‘’S: AHL‘S, 
FORMERLY IRVINE’S, BETWEEN FIFER’S AND LAUGHLIN’S; AND LINDSEY’S, 
FORMERLY DILLER’S. ON THE CONODOGUINET ARE KING’S, FORMERLY 
SHELLABARGER’S; McCREA’S, FORMERLY ALTER‘’S; GREIDER’S, FORMERLY 
DILLER‘'S, AND LINDSEY’S, FORMERLY FORBES’. ALTER’S MILL WAS AT ONE 
TIME, ALSO A LOCAL TRADING-FOST, WHERE SUGAR, COFFEE, SALT, ETC. WERE 
KEPT FOR THE ACCOMMODATION OF THE FEOFLE. THERE WAS ALSO A SAW MILL, 
A CLOVER-MILL AND A DISTILLERY ON HIS FPROFERTY, BUT THE FLOUR-MILL 
ALONE REMAINS. 

THERE WAS AT ONE TIME QUITE A NUMBER OF WHISKEY DISTILLERIES IN THE 
TOWNSHIP, SUCH AS ALTER’S, McFARLANE’S, ONE AT MOUNT ROCK, ONE AT THE 
SFRING WHERE PETER RITNER LIVES, AND ANOTHER ON THE WEAVER FROFERTY, 
FOUR AND A HALF MILES WEST OF CARLISLE. THE FIRST HOUSE OF FUBLIC 
ENTERTAINMENT IS SAID TQ HAVE BEEN KEFT ON THE PROPERTY OF HENRY BEAR, 
ABOUT MIDWAY BETWEEN CARLISLE AND NEWVILLE. THE LAND WAS FATENTED BY 
A MAN N&MED MITCHELL IN 1786, AND THE FPLACE WAS NAMED MITCHELLSBURG. 
THE HOUSE WAS KNOWN AS THE "IRISH HQUSE" AND WAS A FLACE OF EXTENSIVE 
RESORT AND DRINKING. IT IS SAID THAT A BARREL OF WHISKEY WAS 
SOMETIMES CONSUMED IN ONE DAY. NO VESTIGE OF THIS HOUSE REMAINS. 
TAVERNS WERE KEPT AT A LATER DAY AT PLAINFIELD AND ON THE MAIN ROAD 
LEADING FROM CARLISLE. FHILLIP RHOADS KEPT ONE THREE MILES WEST OF 
THE LATTER FLACE, AND JOHN FAUL WHERE JOHN Z. FAUL NOW LIVES. THIS 
LAST WAS A RELAY HOUSE, WHERE THE STAGES STOPPED. MOUNT ROCK WAS A 
FAVORITE STOPPING PLACE ALSO, FOR THE HEAVY WAGONS THEN IN USE. 
FALMSTOWN HAD A TAVERN, AND JACOR FPALM EEFT A RELAY HOUSE ON THE NOW 
MYERS’ FARM. SINCE THE INTRODUCTION OF THE "IRON HORSE", THESE TEAMS 
AND TAVERNS ARE NO LONGER ON THE TURNFIKE: THEY HAVE PASSED AWAY WITH 
THE NECESSITIES OF THE EARLY DAYS WHICH GAVE THEM BIRTH. 

VILLAGES 

SMALL VILLAGES ARE NUMEROUS. ON THE CUMBERLAND VALLEY RAILROAD, 
WHICH RUNS THROUGH FPENNSBORGQUGH, THE FIRST STATION, SEVEN MILES WEST 
OF CARLISLE, WAS OCCUFIED IN 1839 BY JOHN AND DAVID ALTER, AND WAS 


CALLED “ALTERTON". IT IS NOW CALLED "KERRSVILLE". 
IN 1856 JOHN GREASON LAID OUT A STATION ON HIS FARM, NOW ENOWN AS. 
"GREASON". THE FIRST HOUSE WAS BUILT AT THIS FLACE SOME THIRTY-SEVEN 


YEARS AGO, AND THE STATION HAS BECOME A NUCLEUS OF A VILLAGE. THESE 
ARE THE ONLY STATIONS. THE LAND ON WHICH PALMSTOWN IS LOCATED WAS 
SURVEYED IN 1785, ON A WARRANT GRANTED TQ JOHN TURNER. IN THE FATENT 
IT WAS CALLED “MOUNT PLEASANT". IN i8#m@ THE LAND WAS FURCHASED BY 
JACOB PALM, WHO KEPT A TAVERN IN THE FIRST HOUSE ERECTED AT THAT 
PLACE. THE BUILDING HAS SINCE RECEIVED ADDITIONS AND IS STILL 
STANDING, AT PRESENT THE PROPERTY OF JACOB CHISWELL. THE TOWN HAS 
NEVER BEEN REGULARLY LAID QUT, BUT IS SIMPLY A LINE OF HOUSES ALGNG 
THE ROAD. 

THE LAND WHERE SPRINGFIELD, AT THE BIG SPRING, STANDS, WAS FATENTED 
TO WILLTAM McCRACKEN AND SAMUEL FINLEY AT AN EARLY DATE, AND THE TOWN 
WAS LAID OUT FROBABLY AS EARLY AS 1798. AFTER BUILDING THE FIRST 
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MILL, MR. McCRACEEN SOLD QUT, IN 1889, TO ROBERT PEEBLES. THE TRACT 
CONSISTED OF i138 ACRES “DEEDED IN FEE, EXCEPT THE PART ON WHICH 
SPRINGFIELD STANDS, FOR WHICH THE SAID ROBERT FEEBLES WAS TO RECEIVE 
QUIT-RENTS". THESE QUIT-RENTS WERE EXTINGUISHED ONLY ABOUT THIRTY 
YEARS AGO. AT ONE TIME, BEFORE THE TURNFIKE WAS CONSTRUCTED, 
SPRINGFIELD WAS A MORE IMPORTANT FLACE, AND WHERE MORE BUSINESS WAS 
TRANSACTED THAN AT FRESENT, THERE BEING IN OPERATION 4 FLOUR=MILL. 
THREE TAVERNS, FOUR DISTILLERIES, TWO STORES, AND THE USUAL NUMBER OF 
MECHANIC-SHOFS. THE FIRST ROAD LAID QUT WESTWARD TOWARD THE FOTOMAC 
CROSSED HERE AT THE BIG SPRING. THERE IS NOW IN THE TOWN TWO SCHOOLS 
AND A CHURCH BELONGING TO THE UNITED BRETHERN. THE SITUATION IS 
ROMANTIC, AND THE TOWN HAS FROBABLY ABOUT 24i@ INHABITANTS. 

THE WESTERN FART OF THE LAND ON WHICH PLAINFIELD STANDS WAS FATENTED 
TO JACOB ALTER IN 1793; THE EASTERN, AT AN EARLIER DATE, TO RICHARD 
PETERS, THE SECRETARY, UNDER THE PROVINCIAL GOVERNMENT, IN THE LAND 
OFFICE IN FHILADELFHIA. IN ALTER’S FATENT THE TRACT HE FURCHASED was 
CALLED PLAINFIELD. IN 1794 FORTY-THREE ACRES OF THIS TRACT WERE SOLD 
TO FREDERICK RHOADACKER, WHO SEEMS TO HAVE KEPT A HOTEL THERE, AND TO 
HAVE MADE THE FIRST IMPROVEMENTS. IT WAS NOT, HOWEVER, UNTIL 1812 
THAT SEVERAL FPARTIES--VIZ.: JACOB WEIGEL, BLACKSMITH; HENRY WEIGEL, 
WAGON MAKER; JOHN HOWENSTEIN, CQOFPER; AND FROBABLY SOME 
OTHERS--FURCHASED LOTS FROM THE OWNERS, AND BEGAN TO PLY THEIR 
RESPECTIVE TRADES. THE FLACE WAS THEN, OR AFTERWARD, KNOWN AS 
"SMOERETOWN", BECAUSE THE BLACKSMITHS, MANUFACTURING THEIR OWN 
CHARCOAL, EFEFPT THE ATMOSPHERE SURCHARGED WITH SMOKE. THIS NAME IS 


WSED AS LATE AS 1845, WHEN THE TOWN CONSISTED "OF A FEW HOUSES". WHEN 
A FOSTOFFICE WAS ESTABLISHED AT FLAINFIELD ITS ORIGINAL NAME WAS 
RESTORED. 


MOUNT ROCE, ON A SLIGHT EMINENCE, EVIDENTLY SO CALLED FROM THE LARGE 
LIMESTONE ROCKS WHICH PROTRUDE FROM THE SURROUNDING HILLS, IS 
REAUTIFULLY SITUATED, SEVEN MILES WEST OF CARLISLE, NEAR A LARGE 
SPRING WHICH ISSUES FROM A LIMESTONE ROCK, THE WATER FROM WHICH, AFTER 
FLOWING FOR A SHORT DISTANCE, SINES AGAIN INTO THE EARTH, AND, PASSING 
UNDER A HILL, RE-APFEARS ON THE NORTH SIDE, AND PURSUES ITS COURSE TO 
THE CONODOGUINET. 

HERE, SOME SEVENTY YEARS AGO, WERE TWO MILLER FAMILIES, 
PRESBYTERIANS, INTERMARRIED WITH THE McCULLOGHS AND McFARLANDS. ONE, 
JOHN, KEPT A HOTEL AT MOUNT ROCK. HERE, ALSO, WERE THE McKEEHANS, WHO 
HAD LANDS ADJACENT TO MOUNT ROCK, AND THE DAVIDSON FAMILY, WHO OWNED 
LANDS UFON THE SFRING--BOTH DESCENDANTS OF THE EARLY FIONEERS WHO 
SETTLED IN THIS COUNTY. ABOUT A HALF CENTURY AGO THE HOTEL AT MOUNT 
ROCK WAS THE “FURGESON HOUSE", AND AMONG THE FAMILIES LIVING THERE 
WERE THE MILLERS, WHOSE LAND LAY FPRINCIFALLY IN DICKINSON, THE TREGOS, 
BIXLERS, SPANGLERS, ZINNS, AND OTHERS. THE TOWNSHIF ELECTIONS AND THE 
MUSTERINGS AND REVIEWS OF THE GLD MILITIA WERE ALSO HELD THERE. NOW 
THE OLD TAVERN HAS BEEN TURNED INTO A FRIVATE DWELLING AND THE 
DISTILLERY INTO A WAREHOUSE. THERE IS ALSO A UNION CHURCH HERE, BUILT 
SOMETIME SUBSEQUENT TO i844. 

MISCELLANEQUS 

ABOUT 1845 THE LEGISLATURE FASSED AN ENACTMENT MEANT TO DIVIDE THE 
TOWNSHIP, SO THAT THE EASTERN FORTION SHOULD HE CALLED "WEST 
PENNSBORQUGH TOWNSHIF", AND THE WESTERN "BIG SFRING TOWNSHIF". THIS, 
HOWEVER, WAS OFFOSED BY THE INHABITANTS, AND THE ACT WAS REFEALED IN 
JHE *SUCEEEDING LEGISLATURE: 

THE FOSTOFFICES IN THE TOWNSHIP ARE PLAINFIELD, BIG SFRING, GREASON, 
EERRVILLE AND MOUNT ROCK. THE CUMBERLAND VALLEY RAILROAD FASSES FROM 
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EAST TO WEST THROUGH THE TOWNSHIF, ALMOST DIVIDING IT IN TWO.

her brother George. Frederick, father of Francis, was born Aust 31, 1815. He lived 
on his father’s farm until after his marriage, when, after many changes, he bought the 
Laied farm, now owned by his son, Francis. In i864, he retired and boturht asniail phice 
south of Bloservilic. removing to the village two years liter, and died July 7, T874. Ele 
ras. a thorough-voing man, pretty sure to uccumplish whatever he undertook, and 
enjoyed the contidence of his follow-citizens, and was several titmes elected to responsible 
township ofiives. He was a religious man, a member of the Lutheran Church, Jamiry 
26, 1887, he marricd Martha Bowman, of this township, whose father was born December 
11, 1788, and died April 21, 1846. Her mother, Martha, also was a widow, a Mrs. Messner, 
asd originally a Miss Bloser, who died January 20, 1856, at the advanced age of ninety- 
seven years.

ALTHOUGH ABRAHAM WAGGONER, JACOB’S YOUNGEST SON, LIVED IN THE 
CUMBERLAND VALLEY GN THE SOUTH SIDE OF THE MOUNTAIN, HE, AT ONE

ABRAHAM WAGGONER, SON OF JACOB AND CATHERINE WAGGONER, YOUNGEST OF

CUMBERLAND CO., PENNA. WHERE HE LIVED UNTIL HIS DEATH JUNE 2, 1849.

IN 1887 GBRAHAM WAGGONER AND MARY MAGDALENE THUMMA WERE MARRIED. 
WITH THEIR SEVEN CHILDREN THEY LIVED ON THE WAGGONER FARM AT THE 
FOCT GF WAGGONER’S GAF (CUMBERLAND SIDE), FRESUMABLY THE FIRST FARM 
FURCHASED BY JACOR WAGGONER. IT IS NOT ENOWN WHEN THE OGLD HOUSE WAS 
BUILT. 

ABOUT ONE HUNDRED FEET FROM THE SMALL HOUSE ABRAHAM WAGGONER BUILT 
A LARGER STONE HOUSE. IN THE GABLE END OF THE HOUSE NEAR THE TOF 
ONE CAN SEE THE NAME GF THE BUILDER AND THE DATE--A. WAGGONER, 18i7. 
IN MANY OF THE GLDER HOUSES AND BARNS THE LETTERS AND FIGURES WERE

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MOTES FOR ABRAHAM WAGGONER

THIS STONE HOUSE IS VERY BEAUTIFUL, BUILT WITH THE LARGE STONES ON 
THE CORNERS AND VERY DEEF WINDOWS SILLS. MANY OF THE WINDOW PANES 
ARE THE ORIGINAL BLOWN GLASS ONES. 

THE LARGE STONE BARN HAS A GABLE DATE-STONE OF 1889. 

THE EARLY PIONEERS WERE KEENLY INTERESTED IN.CHURCHES, SCHOOLS, 
ROADS, ETC. A LOG "MEETING HOUSE" WAS BUILT WHICH WAS USED FOR 
CHURCH AND SCHOOL FURFOSES. THE FAMILIES SHARED THE COST TO HIRE A 
TEACHER TO TEACH THEIR CHILDREN THE THREE "“R’s" IN A DAY SCHOOL. 

THE READING WAS LARGELY SCRIFTURAL. AS EARLY AS 1835 ABRAHAM

SAME CONVENTION IN 1836 AND VOTED IN FAVOR OF THE RESOLUTION THAT 
THE COUNTY APPROPRIATE $19,609 IN SUPPORT OF THE "FREE SCHOOL

MR. WAGGONER HAD A VERY LARGE LIBRARY QF VARIOUS EINDS OF BOOKS 
AND HE REQUESTED HIS SON, JOHN, TQ PRESERVE THEM SO THAT HIS 
CHILDREN MIGHT HAVE ACCESS TO THEM AT ANY TIME. 

IN 1828 A FETITION WAS FRESENTED TO THE COURT STATING THAT A 
BRIDGE WSS WANTED OVER THE CONODOGUINET CREEK ON THE ROAD FROM 
CARLISLE TO WAGGONER‘’S GAF. ABRAHAM WAGGONER FLEDGED HIMSELF TQ 
RAISE BY SUBSCRIFTION THE SUM OF #1298 TOWARD THE ERECTION OF THIS 
BRIDGE. A WOODEN BRIDGE, TWO SFANS, AND TOTALING 198 FT. WAS BUILT 
BY MICHAEL SNELL AT A TOTAL COST OF #3484--JANUARY 23, 1848. 

THE ABOVE MENTIQNED BRIDGE WAS SWEFT AWAY BY HEAVY RAINS JULY 
i889--AT THE TIME OF THE JOHNSTOWN FLOOD. JANUARY 24, 1898 IT WAS 
REBUILT ON THE SAME SITE AT A COST OF #2758. 

WE REGRET THAT THIS BEAUTIFUL OLD BRIDGE WAS TORN DOWN IN 1961. A 
MODERN CONCRETE BRIDGE WAS BUILT ON THE BY-FASS ROAD. 

JULY 16, 1942, MRS. ROBERT T. BARR, AN ARTIST OF CARLISLE, FA. PUT 
ON DISFLAY A BEAUTIFUL OIL FAINTING OF "WAGGONER‘’S GAP BRIDGE". 

MRS. BARR SAID, "THAT BRIDGE WAS SO BEAUTIFUL THAT IT IS WHAT I 
“CALLED A MARTYR TO FROGRESS”. 
(FICTURE GF “WAGGONER’S BRIDGE--CUMBERLAND CO. 1899-19651") 

MR. WAGGONER WAS ALSO INSTRUMENTAL IN SEEING THAT A ROAD WAS BUILT 
FROM LANDISBURG TO CARLISLE BY WAY OF WAGGONER’S GAF; IT WAS 
COMPLETED MAY 22, 1827. HE WAS A LARGE LAND HOLDER. THESE GERMAN 
FIONEER FAMILIES WERE REALLY PERMANENT CITIZENS OF THE VALLEY AND 
MADE A SUBSTANTIAL CONTRIBUTION TQ THE RISE OF AMERICAN 
CIVILIZATION.

THE NAME WAGNER--WAGONER--WAGGONER IS SAID TQ HAVE BEEN OF TWO 
DISTINCT DERIVATIONS, BEING CHIEFLY OF GERMAN ORIGIN AND HAVING 
REFERENCE TQ THE OCCUPATION OF ITS FIRST BEARERS AS WHEELWRIGHTS OR 

ARTWRIGHTS. WAGNER IS ONE OF THE MOST FOPULAR GERMAN NAMES BUT IT 
IS SAID THAT AN ENGLISH FAMILY HAD THE NAME WAGGONER OR WAGGONER

IN THE EARLY PART OF THE EIGHTEENTH CENTURY BRITISH SUBJECTS 
OUTNUMBERED ALL OTHER IMMIGRANTS IN PENNSYLVANIA. ALL OTHER 
SUBJECTS WERE CLASSED AS "FOREIGNERS" AND SOME WERE COMPELLED TO 
SPELL THEIR NAMES IN CONFORMITY WITH THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE. THUS WE 
FIND MANY NAMES ANGLICIZED. THIS MAY EXPLAIN, IN FART, THE SPELLING 
OF QUR NAME, WAGGONER. 

MY GREAT-GSREAT-GRANDFATHER, JACQR WAGNER, WAS A BOY OF SEVEN Of

GERMAN AND SWISS MIGRATION 

IN THE 18TH CENTURY A GREAT EXODUS FROM THE SOUTHERN FART OF 
GERMANY ALONG THE RHINE RIVER, BETTER KNOWN AS THE PALATINATE, TOOK 
PLACE. THE PALATINATE DESCRIBED AS A MOST BEAUTIFUL COUNTRY, HIGHLY 
CULTIVATED FIELDS, VINECLAD HILLS, AND ENCHANTING SCENERY CEASED TO 
EXIST IN i981. ABOUT 24,¢8@ GERMANS AND SWITZERS LANDED IN 
FHILADELPHIA BETWEEN THE YEARS 1727 AND 1774. THEIR TOWNS AND 
VILLAGES HAD BEEN BURNED, THEIR FROPERTY CONFISCATED GR DESTROYED, 
THETR CHURCHES AND SCHOOLS RUINED, AND FINDING NO FEACE NOR SECURITY 
IN THEIR OQWN LAND, THEY FLED FROM THIS TYRANNY AND RELIGIOUS 
PERSECUTION TO MAKE A HOME IN THE NEW WORLD. 

IN 1681, THE BRITISH CROWN OWED ADMIRAL FENN, WILLIAM FENN‘S 
FATHER, A DEBT OF 16,98 FOUNDS. TO LIQUIDATE THIS DEBT, KING 
CHARLES II GRANTED WILLIAM FENN 418,890 sq. mi. OF TERRITORY IN 
AMERICA. THIS FROVINCE WAS LATER ENOWN AS FENNSYLVANIA. FENN, ALSO 
A VICTIM OF RELIGIOUS INTOLERANCE AND FERSECUTION, SYMPATHIZED WITH 
THE RHINELANDERS AND INVITED THEM TO COME TO FENNSYLVANIA WHERE HE 
ASSURED THEM THE RIGHT TO WORSHIP GOD ACCORDING TO THE DICTATES OF 
THETR CONSCIENCE. 

THE JOURNEY TO FHILADELFHIA 

THIS JOURNEY TOOK FROM FOUR TO SIX MONTHS AND WAS MARKED WITH MUCH 
SUFFERING AND HARDSHIP. THE TRIF DOWN THE RHINE WAS TEDIOUS AND 
EXHAUSTING BECAUSE THE BOATS HAD TO FASS BY 24 CUSTOM HOUSES AND THE 
DELAYS WERE LONG AND COSTLY. BY THE TIME THEY LEFT HOLLAND THE 
FASSENGERS’ FOOD SUFFLY AND MONEY WERE GREATLY DEFLETED. 

THENCE TO THE ENGLISH FORT OF COWES ON THE ISLE OF WIGHT. HERE 
THEY FACED ANOTHER LONG DELAY EITHER BECAUSE OF CUSTOMS OR WAITING 
FOR FAVORABLE WINDS. 

THE THIRD STAGE OF THE JOURNEY WAS THE LONG VOYAGE ACROSS THE 
ATLANTIC GCEAN. AS GOTTLIEB MITTLEBERGER WRITES, "THEN THE REAL 
MISERY BEGINS WITH THE LONG VOYAGE", FPERHAPS EIGHT TO TWELVE WEEKS 
DEPENDING ON THE WINDS. THE FASSENGERS SUFFERED INDESCRIBABLE 
MISERY FROM OVER-CROWDED CONDITIONS, HUNGER, DISEASE, RAGING STORMS 
AND FEAR. NOT BEING FREFARED FOR SUCH HARDSHIFS MANY DID NOT 
SURVIVE. 

WHEN THEY FINALLY LANDED AT FHILADELPHIA THEY EXPERIENCED NEW 
FROBLEMS. BEFORE LEAVING THE SHIF A HEALTH GFFICER CHECKED EVERY 
FASSENGER BEFORE THEY WERE MARCHED TO CITY HALL TO RENDER THE OATH 
OF ALLEGIANCE TQ THE KING OF ENGLAND. ARRIVING BACK TO THE SHIF 
THEY FACED THE FROBLEM OF FAYING FOR THEIR FASSAGE, AND VERY FEW HAD 
ENOUGH MONEY LEFT TO SATISFY THIS DEMAND. THE SHIF THEN BECAME A 
"MAREET PLACE" WHERE BUYERS CAME TO MAKE THEIR SELECTIONS AND 
BARGAIN WITH THE NEWCOMERS. AFTER PAYING THEIR FASSAGE AND OTHER 
DEBTS THE BUYERS RECEIVED A DOCUMENT FROM THE GOVERNMENT WHICH MADE 
THESE "FOREIGNERS", AS THEY WERE CALLED BY THE ENGLISH, THEIR 
FROMMER TY ROR TA DEFINITE PERIOD OF TIME. 

HOWEVER, THESE NEW SETTLERS KEFT COMING IN SFITE OF THE HARDSHIFS 
THEY HAD TO ENDURE. AFTER THEIR YEARS OF SERVICE THEY EMERGED As 
SUCCESSFUL FARMERS AND BY WORE ING TOGETHER THEY TRANSFORMED THE LAND 
INTO THE AMERICA OF TODAY. ONE OF THE FIRST THINGS TO CLAIM THEIR 
ATTENTION WAS TO ESTABLISH THEIR FAITH. THE STRONGEST DENOMINATIONS 
WERE GERMAN REFORMED, LUTHERAN AND MENNONITE, BUT THERE WERE ALso 
MANY FPRESBYTERIANS WHO UNITED WITH THEM IN THE ERECTION OF A HOUSE 
OF WORSHIF. THESE ANCESTORS INHERITED THE BLESSINGS OF RELIGIOUS 
THOUGHT AND HABIT AND WERE HAFFY TO LIVE IN A FREE WORLD.

CAME TO GERMANTOWN, FENNA. IN 1736 RELATED THE STORY ABOUT THE 
FASSENGERS ON THE FRIENDSHIF AND THEIR ROUGH VOYAGE IN i74¢@. 

BECAUSE OF THE RAGING STORMS AT SEA, THE LOSS OF THEIR FROVISIONS 
AND THEIR COGEING EETTLES, THEY WERE WITHOUT FROPER FOOD AND WATER, 
AND WERE SOON SUBJECTED TO ALL SORTS OF DISEASES. CHILDREN WERE 
ATTACKED FIRST AND DIED IN LARGE NUMBERS. ACCORDING TO GERSTER 
"NEARLY 68 PEOPLE FROM THE CANTON OF BASEL DIED, MOSTLY FROM 
HUNGER", AND FERHAFS DISEASE. GERSTER ALSO RELATES THE SAD STORY OF

THE ABOVE ACCOUNT SEEMS TO COINCIDE FERFECTLY WITH OUR FAMILY 
‘ECORDS WHICH HAVE BEEN HANDED DOWN FROM GENERATION TQ GENERATION --— 
NAMELY, THAT JACOB WAGNER CAME FROM SWITZERLAND AND ARRIVED IN 
FHILADELFHIA IN 1748, A LONELY LITTLE BOY OF SEVEN YEARS, ORPHANED 
ON THE FASSAGE ACROSS THE SEA BY THE MUCH DREADED "BLACK FLAGUE"; 
BOTH HIS PARENTS WERE CONSIGNED TQ QCEAN BURIAL. 

UNFORTUNATELY MANY CAPTAINS OF THE SHIFS AT THAT TIME FAILED Ta

CUMBERLAND COUNTY WAS ESTABLISHED IN 1758 AND EXCEFT FOR YORE 
COUNTY IT COMPRISED ALL THE LAND WEST OF THE SUS@UEHANNA RIVER NORTH 
AND WESTWARD TO THE QHIQ RIVER. THE SCOTCH AND IRISH WERE THE FIRST 
SETTLERS AND IT WAS NOT UNTIL AFTER THE COLONTAL WARS WERE ENDED 
THAT NEW SETTLERS BEGAN TO MOVE WESTWARD BY THE THOUSANDS. A FEW 
GERMAN FAMILIES, INCLUDING THE JACOB WAGGONER FAMILY, CAME ABOUT 
1776, BUT THESE DID NOT ARRIVE IN GREAT NUMBERS UNTIL AFTER 1790.

SECOND FARM A FEW YEARS LATER AND LIVED THERE UNTIL HIS DEATH MAY 
29, 1888. HIS WIFE, CATHARINE WAGGONER, SURVIVED HIM ABOUT ONE 
YEAR. THEY WERE BURIED NEAR CARLISLE. 

FROBABLY OUR ANCESTORS WERE ATTRACTED TO MIDDLETON TOWNSHIP BY THE 
EXCELLENT SPRINGS OF WATER, HEAVY TIMBER AND FINE GRAZING LAND, 
WHICH WAS COMPARATIVELY CHEAP AFTER THE INDIANS HAD DEPARTED.

IN THOSE EARLY DAYS BEFORE THE RAILROAD WAS COMPLETED THE MODE OF 
TRANSFORTING PRODUCE AND QTHER ARTICLES OF COMMERCE WAS BY FACE 
HORSES: BrROM A LUCA ar olORY: “THERE® WERE VIN: CAREISEECAT GNES TIME 
34a PACK HORSES GOING TG SHIFFENSBURG AND WESTWARD. THE PACK HORSES 
CARRIED BARS OF IRON ON THEIR BACKS, CROOKED OVER AND ARGUND THEIR 
BODTES——BARRELMS@GRPEAGS (hKEGS) WERE HUNG ON ®EAGH SIDE GF eTHESE. ONE 
MAN IS SAID TO HAVE EARNED SIX TO EIGHT DOLLARS A DAY IN CROOKING GR 
RENDING IRONS AND SHOEING HORSES FOR WESTERN CARRIERS AT THE TIME HE 
WAS CARRYING GN A BLACKSMITH SHOP. THE FACK HORSES WERE USUALLY LED 
IN DIVISIONS OF 12 OR 15 HORSES CARRYING ABOUT 24@ wt. EACH, ALL 
GOING IN SINGLE FILE AND BEING MANAGED BY TWO MEN, ONE GOING BEFORE 
AS A LEADER AND THE OTHER AT THE TAIL TO SEE AFTER THE SAFETY OF THE 
FACK., THE PACK HORSES WERE USUALLY FURNISHED WITH BELLS WHICH WERE 
EEFT FROM RINGING DURING THE DAY DRIVE, BUT WERE LET LOOSE AT NIGHT 
WHEN THE HORSES WERE FREE AND FERMITTED TO FEED AND BROWSE. THE
